On December 21, 1972, Sergeant ROBERT SMITH. 
(protect per request), Oceanside Police Department, 
Intelligence, Oceanside, California, advised that one 
BARRY LEON MATHIS, also known as BYRON LEON MATHIS and. 
DONALD BELLAMY, was arrested on September 27, 1971, by 
the Occanside, California Police Department. He had in 
his possession three notebooks which contained the nanes 
and addresses of various persons whom the police believed 
to be potential De Mau Mau or actual De Mau Mau members, 
Notations in the book are prefaced by the word "Brother" 
or the term "Black Brother." Some of the names are also 
preceded or followed by the word "De Mau Mau." Sergeant 
SMITH noted the handwriting was different in each notebook, 
indicating the names and addresses were compiled by more 
than one person. It was believed by SMITH that the notebooks 
were compiled by MATHIS and unidentified associates while 
they were stationed in Vietnam in the United States Marine 
Corps, and that the notebooks were compiled prior to September,

SGT GALLON yidatigly gave requested bkosraphical «data, 

signifying” that he was born or at : 
Ch and that he came on fen f duty in tic Marine Corps 
in Jan 1970. GALLON listed as iniis home address of 
record 732 North Si awy er Street, Chicago, Jil. GALLON 
further advised that he is divorced and identified his 
previous Spouse 's maiden na as Cora BUGAN, who 
currently resides at 4727 West Adams Street, Chicago, 
Till. GALLON stated that he is the father of a six-year 
old daughter, identificd as Bouton GALLON, who also 
resides at 4727 West Adams Street, Chicago, fll. 


SGT GALLON provided further backerownd information, 
stating that his MOS is 0341 (Hortors) and that ne was 
previously assigned to the First Battalion, First slarine 
Division, stationed in Vietnam from Jul 1970 to 

Apr 1971. SGT GALLON indicated that he reported to his 
current duty station, ESI Company, ticadquarters 
Battalion, The Basic School (7BS), NCB, Quantico, Va., 
on 5 Jun 71. 


When questioned concerning his knowledce of the LE MA 
organization, SGT GALLON advised he was first introduced 
7 this term upon his arrival at his command in Vietaa 
While there, he becane acquainted with what he remembered 
as either three or four Negro Marines wlio claimed they 
were members of the DE MAU MAU organization and that he 
did socialize with them to an extent, but nover develope 
a lasting friendship with the aforesaid individuals. 
When queried as to what he understood the opjectives 
were of this organization, GALLON stated that it was a 
group of Negroes who were concerned about helping otuer 
Negroes in avoiding trouble and creating in the minds of 
Negroes a form of positive thinking in the achieving of 
their personal goals. GALLON stated that the goais of 
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the DE MAU HAU's, as he understood them, were to help 

the underpriviloged and uneducated to better thenselves 
and that he was unaware of any other objectives this group 
might have. 


GALLON adamantly stated he never became a member of the 
pL MAU MAU orgalization, nor had ie ever attended any 
clandestine meetings of this organization. GALLON 
further asserted that he did not recall the names of the 
individuals who identifieu themselves as beiny members 
of the DE SAU MAU. GALLON did acknowledge that he 
understood cne form of identification of the RE tiAU MAU'S 
was the wearing around a member's neck of a bl ack rope 
which had attached a piece of wood. GALLON continued, 
stating he was not in contact with any former Victnam 
veterans who he had served with overseas, aid that he 
had not developed close friendships with individuals he 
had served witn at that location. 


When questioned further, SGT GALLON stated he is not 
a member of any racial extrenist group or revolutionary 
type organization which subscribes to acts of violence 
as a means or sie i social change or any other 
objectives. GT GALLON stated that he has never 
seriously Bee er the idea that violence is a 
legitimate means to obtain a personal objective and 
sincerely bolieves tnat a person's s personal initiative 
within the system of the United States, as it stands 
today, enables a person to achieve whatever goals he so 
desires. GALLON considered himself to be a loyal 
citizen in terms of defending the United States and not 
holding a higher loyalty to any otner form of government. 


In conclusion, SGT GALLON advised that it was his desire 

to be discharged upon on eared of his first cnlistment 
and that he intends to enter junior college in hopes of 
attaining a degree in aes iness administration. GALLON felt 
he had reached a point in his military career where he 
could not be promoted and that his personal life style and 
beliefs were more compatible with life in the civilian 
sector as compared to the military.
